WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP)— 
Owen Lattimore, accused by Sen- 
ator McCarthy of being Russia's 
top spy in the United States, 
swore today that the charges are 
“base and contenrptible fies.” 
, From the witness chair at a 
Senate hearing, Lattimore also 


denied the Wisconsin Repub- 
lican’s contention that Lattimore 
is or was-& member of the Com- 
munist party. The witness de- 
clared: 

“IT was not and have not been 
a Communist ... and I am not 
a Communist now.” 

Lattimore, an authority on Far 
Eastern affairs, charged Mc- 
Carthy has “flagrantly violated” 
his responsibility as a Senator 
and has made unauthorized use 
of secret Government documents. 

He also asserted that McCarthy 
is a “willing tool” of a Chinese 
Nationalist “lobby.” He said the 
Senator is the “dupe of a bitter 
and implacable and _ fanatical 
group” demanding complete sup- 
port for Chiang Kai-shek and his 
Nationalist Government on For- 
mosa. 

Hearing Room Crowded. 

Lattimore testified in a packed 
hearing room before the Senate 
Foreign Relations subcommittee 
investigating McCarthy’s general 
charges that the State Depart- 
ment is infiltrated with Com- 
munists and their friends. Sit- 
ting with him was Mrs. Lattimore 
and his attorneys, Abe Fortas and 
Paul: Porter, 

Flood lights set up for movie 
and television cameras beat down 
on the witness and the Senate 
subcommittee members flanked 
along a table across from him. 

McCarthy was sitting behind 


the subcommittee members. He 


is not a member of the investi- 
gating group, and has been de- 
nied the right to cross-examine 
Lattimore. 

Lattimore is director of the 
Walter Hines Page School of In- 
ternational Relations at Johns 
Hopkins University. He flew back 


to this country from a United Na- cuss 


tions mission in Afghanistan after 
McCarthy made his accusations. 
Statement by Lattimore. 

Hitting back hard in a 10,000- 
word statement, Lattimore said 
McCarthy violated his responsi- 
bility “by making the Govern- 
ment of the United States an ob- 
ject of suspicion in. the eyes of 
the anti-Communist world, and 
undoubtedly the laughing stock 
of the Communist governments. 

Lattimore also declared that 
McCarthy has impaired the effec- 
tiveness of this Government “in 
its relations with its friends and 
allies.” 

He accused McCarthy of “insti- 
tviing a reign of terror among 
o“zicials and employes in the 
United States Government, none 
of whom can be sure of safety 
from attack by the machine gun 
of irresponsible publicity in Jo- 
seph McCarthy's hands.” 

‘Citizens of U.S. Vilified.’

| WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP)— 
‘Republican John Foster Dulles 
became a top adviser to Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson today as 
part of President Truman’s ef- 
forts to bolster bi-partisan team- 
work on foreign policy.

Dominant Figure in Democratic ‘ 
Party: at Kansas City and Second 
~ Only to Gov. Smith in the State 


In Politics for 10 Years, He Had Gained Suc- 
cess in Last Three — Cut In on Beer and 
Race News Distribution — Police Record 


Extended to Prohibition Days.

HARLES BINAGGIO was the most powerful figure in Demo- 


cratie-politics in Kansas City. 


He ranked second only_to Gov. 


Forrest Smith in Democratic circles in the state. 


Although he denied it vehemently, police considered Binaggio | 


the Kansas City representative of the Chicago Capone syndicate. At 
the time of his death he had obtained a substantial measure of con- 
trol over the Kansas City police and election boards. 


Two men allied with Binaggio 
controlled the Police Board; two 
men under Binaggio influence ran 
the Board of Election Commis- 
Sioners. The Jackson county 
courthouse, including the staffs of 
Sheriff J. A. Purdome and of 
Prosecuting Attorney Henry H. 
Fox Jr. were well filled with 
Binaggio appointees. Only the 
City Hall remained relatively free 
of the machine influence. 

Backed Smith in 1948. 

Active in politics only for 10 
years and successful on a large 
scale only in the last three years, 
Binaggio was shrewd enough to 
support Smith in the 1948 pri- 
mary election. As a result, Binag- 
gio got jobs and other favors from 
the Governor. 

Standing behind Binaggio as he 
extended his influence through 
the state were some of the most 
notorious murderers, bank robbers, 
arsonists, thieves and hoodlums 
ever collected in one city. The 
police insisted that Kansas City 
had not become a gathering place 
for hoodlums and racketeers from 
throughout the country but fed- 
eral officials said it was a haven 
for the underworld. 

Very little was known about 
Binaggio’s early life as a boy in 
Beaumont, Tex., and as a youth 
in Kansas City. He worked in a 
downtown gambling joint as a 
member of the Johnny Lazia or- 
ganization. After Lazia was mur- 
dered in July 1934, Binaggio was 
one. of the pallbearers at the 
gang leader’s big funeral. That 
was the first time Binaggio came 
to. public attention. 
also served as\a pallbearer. Lazia 
had been the most notorious 
gangster in the city and chief of 
the liquor and gambling rackets. 

How He Pushed Ahead. 

Binaggio outstripped his men- 
tor, Lazia, in political potency. 
He gained domination by talent 
as a political organizer, by “‘mus- 
cle’ and by native shrewdness. 
He worked at his business of 
politics every day of the year, 
doing favors for constituents, get- 
ting jobs for them, getting them 
out of trouble and helping them 
in other ways. 

Some Kansas Citians believed 
Binaggio was selected for politi- 
cal leadership by heads of the 
Mafia, secret black-hand society, 
because of his ability as an or- 
ganizer and because he had a 
relatively short crimina: record. 

In his rise to political control, 
Binaggio merged seven Dem -« 
cratic clubs and wrested control 
of the North Side from Jim Pen- 
dergast, nephew and heir of the 
late Boss Tom Pendergast. Then 
Binaggio became one of the first 
factional leaders to support 
Smith for the Democratic nom- 
ination for Governor. From then 
on, Smith demonstrated that he 
was not one to forget his friend 
Charlie. 

As the man who controlled a 
bloc of 30,000 votes in Kansas 
City, Binaggio was respected by 
politicians ‘throughout the state. 
No other boss in Kansas City or 
St. Louis could swing so many 
‘votes. In Jefferson City, friendly 
‘state representatives and sena- 
tors regarded Charlie as some- 
thing of a “black sheep” because 
of his gang connections but they 
loved the votes he could gather. 

In the State Legislature, at 
least two Senators and six Rep- 
resentatives were considered to 
be under Binaggio control. And 
other Senators and Representa- 
tives like Senator Edward J. (Jel- 
lyroll) Hogan of St. Louis had oc- 
casional working alliances with 
the Kansas City boss. 

Binaggio himself was welcomed 
ir? Democratic caucuses and in 
legislative sessions. He was an 
active lobbyist for pet measures 
that would give more jobs to de- 
serving members of his organi- 
zation. 

But Binaggio made only a small 
splash in national Democratic cir- 
cles. It was an irritation to him 
that President Truman welcomed 
Jim Pendergast to the White 
House but never.Charlie Binag- 
gio. 
Also a “Business Man.” 

Politics was only one phase of 
Binaggio’s interests. He was also 
a business man, underworld style. 
A large portion of his income was 
thought to be derived from the 
Harmony News Service, Kansas 
City outlet for the Capone-con- 
trolled national racing news sys- 
tem. Harmony, like Pioneer 
News Service in St. Louis, fur- 
nishes horse race results and 
other pertinent data to horse par- 
lors in 14 westefn and midwest- 
ern cities. 

Simon Partnoy used to operate 
Harmony for his own profit but 
about two years ago representa-

tives ef the Capone syndicate in- 
formed Partnoy at pistol’ point 
that they were taking over his 
business. Partnoy was retained 
as manager at a salary of $600 a 
month. ; 

Binaggio was regarded as the 
king-pin of state-wide gambling. 
However, he had been stymied 
temporarily while the “heat” re- 
mained on Gov. Smith to keep 
gamblers from operating. Binag- 
gio’s gambling territory extended 
eastward from Kansas City to Jef- 
ferson City. 

Cut In On Beer Business. 


In discussing. his business in- 
terests- with the writer a few 
months ago, Binaggio admitted 
readily, since it became a mat- 
ter of court record, that he 
received a 25 per cent “cut” from 
the profits of the Duke Sales Co. 
The wholesaling firm distributes 
Canadian Ace beer, controlled by 
the Capone syndicate, and other 
brews. 

Binaggio and his leutenant, 
Anthony (Tony) Gizzo, persuaded 
tavern owners they should sell 
Canadian Ace beer and other 
Duke Sales products. Gizzo also 
received a 25 per cent “cut” for 
his efforts. 

Besides his beer interests, Bi- 
naggio was a silent partner in an 
insurance agency sponsored by 
his political aid, George R. Clark, 
former Jackson county assessor. 
One of the high-pressure sales- 
men for the agency was Morris 
(Snag) Klein, Binaggio lieutenant 
now serving a penitentiary term 
for vote fraud. 

In addition, Binaggio had a va- 
riety of other business connec- 
tions which he declined to specify 
because “you will only crucify 
them in your newspaper,” he told 
the Post-Dispatch reporter. Kan- 
sas City reporters believed Bi- 
naggio had an interest in at least 
15 business firms, 


All Callers Screened. 

In the outer office of Binaggio’s 
First District Democratic Club, 
where he was assassinated, six or 
eight dark-complexioned men usu- 
ally lounged purposefully, watch- 
ing ali callers. When anyone came 
in the door, all members of the 
office “staff” froze to attention 
and all eyes swung to the new- 
comer. It was as if they expected 
a visit from a rival mob. They 
relaxed only after learning the 
caller’s business, 

The political headquarters of 
Binaggio was in a large meeting 
hall on Truman road (formerly 
Fifteenth street) in a neighbor- 
hood of cheap hoteis and restaur- 
ants, second-hand furniture stores 
and used-car lots. On election 
days squadrons of ghost voters 
were assembled in that room and 
dispatched to various ‘ polling 
places to vote in the names of 
absent or long-dead citizens. 

Always a natty dresser, Binag- 
gio looked like a _ vrosperous 
young business man. A broken 
nose and an always-rigid neck 
detracted somewhat from the pic- 
ture, however. 

His inner office was a room 
about 8 feet by 16 feet. Large 
photographs of President Truman 
(not a member of Binaggio’s club. 
but a member of the rival Jim 
Pendergast organization) and of 
Gov. Smith‘ looked down from 
the walls. Binaggio sat behind a 
large, glass-topped desk equipped 
with a desk set dnd two pens. 

Fcreeful Speaker. 

He spoke -easily, fluently, 
sometimes ungrammatically put 
always forcefully. He was 41 
years old, about 5 feet 9 inches 
tall, always in athletic trim and 
seemed to spring into action at a 
moment’s hotice. 

He denied repeatedly, in con- 
versations with Post-Dispatch re- 
porters that he had any political 
influence. “I am only the head 
of one ward—the First,” he used 
to say. “I’m only one of the 
leaders. These five wards in the 
First District are enough for me. 
I’m not going to worry about state 
and national tickets.” 

He insisted he had nothing to 
do with appointments to the Kan- 
sas City police or elections boards. 
He was an ardent advocate, how- 
ever, of shake-ups in the Police 
Department and’ always praised 
warmly the police superintendent, 
Thomas J. Higgins, who was 
brought back from obscurity last 
year, after having served as chief 
of detectives during the Tom Pen- 
dergast era. |

Liquor Connections Studied. ®

Criticized Grand Jury. 

Binaggio often spoke bitterly of 
the failure of the grand jury to 
subpena associates of his political 
rival, Jim Pendergast, nephew of 
the late Boss Tom Pendergast. 
The jury subpenaed scores of 
Binaggio associates but very few 
Pendergast followers. 

One report here was that pos- 
sibly an emissary of some of the 
more prominent national gang 
figures under investigation by the 
grand jury had ordered the as- 
sassination of Binaggio. 

In Jefferson City, Democratic 
leaders had heard that some Chi- 
cago gangsters interested.in open- 
ing gambling and houses of pros- 
titution in Missouri had been 
angry about Binaggio’s failure to 
open the state to them. It also 
was reported in Jefferson City 
that ‘Binaggio’s own adherents in 
Kansas City were bitterly disap- 
pointed at his failure to reopen 
the lush rackets. 

Becoming ‘Too Big.’ 

One politician in the state cap- 
ital said Binaggio’s Kansas City 
followers felt he was trying to 
be “too much of a big shot,” and 
that Ne looked on himself as a 
person who could name governors 
and United States Senators. As a 
result of this self-important atti- 
tude, some followers thought it 
was time “for Charlie to get out.” 

Binaggio was a frequent visitor 
to Jefferson City. When he went 
there, he usually made the office 
of State Senator Edward J. (Jelly- 
roll) Hogan Jr. of St. Louis his 
headquarters. It is on the third 
floor of the Capitol Building. 

On a reecnt visit to the Gov- 
ernor, Binaggio was discovered by 
reporters leaving the back door 
of the Governor's office. Binag- 
gio also made frequent visits to 
John H. Hendren, chairman of 
the State Democratic Committee 
and close adviser to the Gov- 
ernor. 

Said He Was Quitting Politics. 

Binaggio told newspaper men 
recently that he was going to quit 
politics and give up control of 
his North Side organization to 
enter a new venture. Last Tues- 
day, when the election on the 
gasoline tax increase was being 
held, he told reporters he might 
take some definite action soon to 
get out of politics. 

The Kansas City Star said in an 
editorial today: “The slaying of 
Binaggio now is 
change materially the Democratic 
political organization setup in 
Kansas City. It could well result 
in a get-together of opposing fac- 
tions as represented by the Pen- 
dergast organization and _ the 
North Side group, of which Binag- 
gio was the head. 

“It is known, that an approach 
was made recently through a rep- 
resentative of the North Side fac- 
tion with those in the Pendergast 
organization looking toward get- 
ting together. It did not get any 
place. The feeling between Jim 
Pendegrast and Binaggio was 
sharp and it has been no secret

Gargotta, Binaggio’s Bodyguard;

Charles Gargotta, who was shot 
to death early today with Charles 
Binaggio in Kansas City, was the 
political leader’s bodyguard and 
one of the most notorious gang- 
sters in the city. 
Born in Kansas City, Gargotta 


had been arrested more than 40 


times in 30 years. He had been 
charged with murder, gambling, 
liquor law violations, carrying 
concealed weapons, robbery, auto 
theft, extortion, attempted bur- 
glary and vagrancy. 

All the charges were dismissed 
—except the assault to kill charge 
growing out of his attempted 
murder of former Sheriff Tom 
Bash. For that offense, Gargotta 
finally served 19 months in pris- 
on. 

One Sentence Reversed. 


Gargotta also was convicted of 
possession of two stolen Army 


pistols, which he used in killing 
a liquor racketeer, Ferris An- 
thon, and in trying to kill Sher- 
iff Bash. The sentence for the 
stolen pistols was reversed, how-

Frequent Visitor in St. Louis. 


On his ftequent trips to St. 
Louis, Binaggio usually was ac- 
companied by Gargotta. They 
called on former Sheriff John 
Dougherty, Frank (Buster) Wort- 
man, Lawrence Callanan, boss of 
the steamfitters’ union, and other 
Democratic politicians in St. 
Louis. The St. Louis politicians 
resented Binaggio’s influence, po- 
litical and underworld, but there 
was nothing they could do about 
it. 


Binaggio always maintained a 
connection with the shadowy 
Mafia, secret black-hand society. 
He was known to be high up in 
the inner councils of the organiza- 


known to be a Binaggio enter- 
prise. However. the club received 
comparatively little patronage and 
when its existence was disclosed 
by the Post-Dispatch, the club 
closed. Later it was learned 
Binaggio representatives planned 
to open another gambling place 
near Fenton on the Meramec 
river.

Binaggio was on friendly terms 
with Max Cohen, known as a 
prominent gang chieftain in Kan- 
sas. Cohen’s territory extends to 
Kansas City, Kan., and Binaggio's 
territory consisted principally of 
western Missouri.

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As the Dust Blows 


Last autumn ‘the principal symbol of the na- 
tion's farm policy seemed to be piles of rotting, 
surplus potatoes. This spring a new symbo] 
blew in on a 60-mile wind—a roaring, blinding 
dust storm over the Western Plains. 

What makes a dust bowl? Principally, the 
plow. The Plains have always had dust storms, 
but the kind of dust that halts traffie, buries 
crops and makes farmhouses almost uninhabit- 
able followed the plow. The plow did its worst 
work during two world wars. These coincided 
with two cycles of wet weather, atid high wheat 
production was both necessary and profitable. 
But today the plow is still advancing on new 
grass land. : 

In the late ‘30s, just after the worst dust bow] 
years, 54,000,000 acres were planted in wheat. 
That acreage is clase to 73,000,000 today, and 
wartime demand for grain is only partly té 
blame. Jn the first postwar year, 667,000 acres 
of wind-resisting grass land were plowed for 
crops; in the next year, 858,000 acres; in the 
next, 1,335,000 acres. ' 

Last year the Plains States segment of the 
congressional farm bloc aided the speculative 
gambling on wheat and weather, Wheat price 
guarantees and the parity formula itself were 
revised upward. With wheat pegged at about 
$1.90 a bushel in the Western Plains, profits on 
the crop run better than 70 per cent. 

Acreage allotments also were revised in the 
wrong direction. Western Congressmen said 
new allotments were “transitional,” to protect 
farmers from too sharp a cut. Actually, the 
wheat lands were increased by 4,000,000 acres! 
As the Pittsburgh Press observed, “The wind is 
now making some of this land permanently 
‘transitional.’ ”’

And 
the world has found out again that the masters 
of the Kremlin consider their satellites and 
their satellite leaders expendable. 

But before the western world rejoices too 
much over this state of affairs, it should remem- 
ber that Western Germany’s internal. economic 
difficulties are as grave as they ever were. 
Unless they are relieved, and heroic measures 
may be needed, the West German apple will 
eventually be ripe for Communist plucking. 


No Excuses for the Kerr Bill 


Supporters of the Kerr natural gas bill think 
President Truman will sign the gas grab into 
law. Edward A. Harris reports from Washing- 
ton that these Congressmen expect the President 
to offer five explanations for this jolt to the 
consuming public: ’ 

1. Mr. Truman could say the Kerr bill differs 
from the Moore-Rizley bill which he bitterly 
opposed. The Moore bill would have allowed 
rate increases for the entire gas-producing in- 
dustry, while the Kerr bill would permit in- 
creases for producers who control 85 per cent of 
the gas reserves. The distinction is between 
letting the gas industry cut a whole pie or most 
of it. : ij 

2. The President could note that the Kerr bill 
was amended to let the Federal Power Commis- 
sion study gas preduction prices. Rate regula- 
tion by “studies” is obvious nonsense. 

3. Mr. Truman could stress that gas prices 
have not risen as have ‘prices of other fuels. 
Natural gas is a relatively new industry and its 
efforts at major price increases date only to 
1947. But Senator Douglas reported that these 


-prices have doubled or tripled in many recent 


instances. Shall they continue upward? 

4. Mr. Truman could promise new regulatory 
legislation if gas prices do go up as a result of 
the Kerr bill. The common phrase for this is 
locking the barn after the horse is stolen. 

5. The President would sign the Kerr bill 
“reluctantly.” It would make more sense if he 
were so reluctant to sign that he would veto the 


bill instead, The Kerr bill is just the kind of . 


special interest legislation which the Fair Deal 
is pledged to oppose. There is no way to 
excuse it.

The ugliest side of government farm 
programs shows up in Congress. It be- 
trays a truth that most wise farmers have 
known for a long time; namely, that the 
farm bloc is a marriage of convenience be- 
tween the cotton-peanut South and the 
a a ale a (and now potato) North and 

est. 


It is a machine for logrolling. One set 
of representatives votes for benefits for 
the constituents of 
the other set in re- 
turn for’ similar 
favors. As in an ac- 
tual marriage, when 
the two parties to the 
union fall out, beds 
go unmade, the floor 
is unswept and there 
are cold dinners to 
eat. Then comes di- 
vorce. 


Doubtless many a 
member of Congress 
and many a citizen 
besides, farmer or 
non-farmer, would 
say that the flare-up 
in the Senate over a farm price support 
law was inevitable. We would agree, the 
present program being what it is, with gov- 
ernment purchase to keep prices high and 
withdrawal of products from normal mar- 
keting to make surpluses appear non-exist- 
ent. 

It is a perversion of natural laws, and 
cannot be kept up forever. It cannot but 
lead to rigid controls and to efforts by 
restive farmers to get some slackening of 
restrictions.

the essential incompatibility of the region- 
al partners. The new law will ease re- 
straints on~ cotton and peanut growers, 
adding more acres to their quotas, creating 
more production for the Government to 
support. At the same time, it will clamp 
more rigid controls on potato production, 
which has given the country the last few 
years a dramatic view of the unsoundness 
of price guarantees. 

In the past, political friends of farmers 
have been willing to wink at occasional 
distortions here and there for the sake of 
keeping the total program intact. But the 
cost and waste of the potato program were 
too glaring to be ignored. They appeared 
likely to threaten the whole system, .out 
of sheer public revulsion. The Jonah of 
the farm program hed to be thrown to 
the whale, to appease the country’s dis- 
gust. 

That this should be done, however, 
while cotton and peanut growers were get- 
ting special favors—favors that might well- 
lead to something of the same sort as 
those Southern crops—looked like a crown- 
ing inconsistency to the potato statesmen, 
largely Republicans and Northern Demo- 
crats. It was, pointed out that subsidized 
overproduction is bad, in any crop. 


/lf the system is going to degenerate into 


‘a squabble between staple and perishable 


crops, between regions and, it seems now, 
between parties, it cannot endure much 
longer» We can fairly see. Secretary Bran- 
nan viewing this prospect with satisfac- 
tion, and brushing up his plan. The imme- 
diate breach may have been healed and 
the conflict hushed up even as this com- 
ment is read. But we can't help thinking 
that the old pattern is too threadbare for 
much more patching. 


Liberalizing a Liberal Education 


From The Columns, Westminster College 


A recent editorial in the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch discusses the trend of modern 
education which seems to be pointing more 
and more‘to the goal of making money 
and carving a career and turning from 
the principles of true education: that of a 
“broadening and liberalizing effect’ and 
development of “enlightened citizens.” 

No one can argue with these principles. 
The school which has assumed the goal 
of producing financially successful alumni 
does not produce individuals—it produces 
machines. It enrolls boys and graduates 
specialized mechanical devices. 

_Of course, we say, this does not apply 
to Westminster, for it is a liberal arts 
school. But in actuality, no school, no 
matter how lofty its aims, is immune to 
the danger of becoming .a production line. 


Recently our faculty has been consider- 
ing a revision of departmental lines. The 
proposed revision would allow more stress 
on the humanities, on the social sciences, 
on cultural development. 

A student could, for instance, major in 
American culture, and study sociology, his- 
tory, geography, language, economics and 
politics. ; 

The proposal would not eliminate the 
present curriculum structure, but mere- 
ly provide for an optional horizontal struc- 
ture of major fields which would cut across 
present department lines. 

This system, we feel, would lessen the 
danger of Westminster's falling prey to 
the same nemesis which has made produc- 
tion lines out of so many of our educa- 
tional institutions.

“We. must never underestimate the 
strength of England. We shall do so at. 
our peril.” 7 

The observation Was made by Dr. Sha- 
hani two years ago, but it has as much 
pertinence today. Napoleon made this 
mistake, as did Hitler. This Hindu poet 
and philosopher would bracket with them 
the people who lightly assume _ today 
that the English are finished as a world 
power. In this penetrating, sagacious and 
witty investigation into their inner nature 
he tries to reveal the folly of all such 
assumptions, and having lived in England 
many years he has come to know them 
almost as well as his own countrymen. 

The English practice politics as an art 
as well as a science and play it like a 
game of cricket—with one side “batting” 
and the other “bowling.” Their method 
of government is not logical but intuitive 
—and an enlightened conservatism is the 
most characteristic feature of political 
parties. The result can be such a master- 
piece of creative art as the Commonwealth 
of Nations—which is the chief reason why 
Britain is still a world power, and which 
Dr. Shahani considers a greater achieve- 
ment than ‘Paradise List.” 

= - ~ 


Dr. Shahani writes in the interests of ~ 
better Anglo-Indian relations and he is 
very sympathetic with his subject. He 
says that he owes England a debt that he 
cannot repay. ‘Existence in England has 
shown me the meaning of patriotism, so 
that through England’s eyes I admire my 
country more than when [ left it.... If I 
were not an Indian, I should choose to 
have been born English, for among these 
people { have found my own soul.” 

He notes some similarities between the 
two countries. Both retain the caste sys- 
tem and both think their nobility is the 
only genuine one in the world. Brothers 
in England, he asserts, will not mix so- 
cially if they have somehow managed to 
get into different social strata. But he 
rejects the idea that the notorious English 
avoidance of conversing with strangers on 
trains is due to their unsociability. It’s 
due, he says, to pride or fear. 

He considers the English the most ma- 
ture people in the world because they 
have made confidence in attempting the 
apparently impossible a basic element in 
their character. But he gently chides 
them for not being able to bear being 
made fun of. Such ridicule unsettles their 
belief in themselves, and this belief is 
too terrific for words!

The appreciation is not undiscriminet- 
ing. The Indian critic gives the English 
only the equivalent of a C-plus for their 
art. He likes their nusic because it is of 
the soil. Their painting has charm, but 
lacks the power and imagination of the 
French. Their sculpture?—well, it. just 
does not begin to compare with the mas- 
terpieces of India. Regarding their build- 
ings, especially their palaces, the less 
said the better—except for their country 
houses which “star the land with emblems 
of beauty.” 

But in more ways than one this is an 
unusual Hindu who is writing because he 
admits to eating—and enjoying—beef 
steak.

MEDIEVAL ART GROUP 
BOUGHT BY MUSEUM 


Largely Religious—Ex- 
hibit to Open. 


Purchase of 30 medieval art ob- 
jects, chiefly religious in subject 
matter, and the largest group of 
its kind to be acquired at one 
time by the City Art Museum, was 
announced today by Museum Di- 
rector Perry T. Rathbone. The 
collection, which was bought at a 
New York auction for.$28,415, in- 
cludes a variety of art forms, com- 


prising pieces ranging in size 
from work of monumental propor- 
tions to delicately wrought 
brooches. . 

A setting specially designed to 
suggest the Middle Ages has been 
completed in one large bay of 
Sculpture Court at-the museum, 
where the pieces are to go on 
publie exhibition tomorrow. » 

The objects came from the és- 
tate of Joseph Brummer of New 
York, internationally known art 
dealer who specialized in sculp- 
ture and antiquities of unusual 


stock of more than 2400 items 
was sold at a public auction. 


Items Bought by Museum. 


Those bought by the City Art 
Museum date from the fifth to 
the ‘sixteenth centuries and in- 
clude sculptures, enamels, pieces 
of bronze and silver craftwork, 
textiles, furniture, iron work, 
jewelry and architectural col- 
umns and capitals. 

Most outstanding sculpture in 
the collection, Rathbone said, is 
a larger than life-size statue of St. 
Louis of Toulouse carved in lime- 
stone during the fourteenth cen- 
ury. 


It represents the saint as a 
bishop wearing a miter, chasuble 
and pallium, or band with pend- 
ants, and holding a fragmentary 
staff in his left hand as he raises 
his right in benediction. _ The 
statue is from an abbey in Nor- 
mandy which was de- 
stroyed in the French Revolu- 
tion and then secularized. 


Another importan‘* acquisition 
is a Byzantine gold cross of the 
eleventh opr twelfth century, plain 
and dignified in style. The piece, 
seven and a half inches in height, 
has a huge: rock crystal in the 
center and a large oblong emer- 
ald in each of the four arms. It 
was found in the Bosporus and 
has been exhibited in museums 
in many parts of the world.

It is fear of splitting the party 
wide open that deters many who 
would like to join up. The decla- 
ration on civil rights, for example, 
is in striking contrast to the 
timid position taken by the party 
in its recent official policy state- 
ment. The declaration favors fed- 
eral power to arrest and prosecute 
lynchers and a fair employment 
practices law with criminal penal- 
ties for violators.

Such 
competition within the framework 
of the two-varty system is healthy 
and desirable. A.D.A. has not 
transformed the Democratic party. 
It is regarded by many Southern 
Democrats with the same suspi- 
cion and resentment that conserv- 
ative Republicans cherish for it. 

But it has produced an anti- 
dote to the smugness and com- 
placency that invariably work to 
let things be as they are. It has 
helped to show the way to reason- 
able change in a swiftly changing 
world.

This does hot mean 
that they are not good eating, but 
they are not as tender and are 
frequently used in restaurants, 
which are better equipped to cook 
them properly.

supply all of the Easter demand. 

Bear in mind that the only ad- 

vantage of a white egg over a 

brown one is simply its color. 

There is no appreciable differ- 

ence in either quality or price. 

So if you find that your grocer 

has sold all of the white*eggs to 

be dye! in rainbow hues for 

Easter baskets, don’t ‘shy away 

from the darker ones.

* HERE are hams to meet the 
special requirements of all 
types of families; whole hams 

for those with a full house, half- 
hams to take care of fewer guests; 
slices of ham for twosomes or 
threesomes. Any way you choose 
to buy, you will find excellent 
values. 

And here is a tip for ham- 
buyers. Some shoppers pass up 
the shank half of the ham, feeling 
that it is not a good buy because 
there is not as much meat in pro- 
portion to the bone. But you 
can get a real bargain with this 
piece of meat if you will take 
the trouble to strip the meat out 
of the shank, being sure to get 
all of the lean’ meat. Diced, 
creamed ahd served on toast it 
makes a fine dish for a light sup- 
per or hearty breakfast. 

One of our readers inquired the 
other day why lamb did not seem 
to be as popular for Easter as it 
was “once upon a time,” and we 
frankly didn’t know. So we asked 
some experts, who tell us that 
it is mostly a question of supply 
and demand. Lamb supplies are 
simply not as good as they should 
be, and a large proportion of that 
which is available goes to the 
Eastern seaboard, where it is in 
great demand. Of course, the 
later in the season that Easter 
falls, the better the supply of 
lamb. This does not mean that 
there won’t be lamb for those 
who want it for their Easter meal, 
but-it is neither plentiful nor 
cheap. 

You will find the fruit and 
vesetable counters laden. with all 
of the things you will want to 
accompany yeur meat or fowl. 
There are still fresh cranberries 
to complement chicken or turkey; 
and new potatoes, a “must” for a 
spring feast.

F you decide upon ham, of 

course it cries out for sweet 

potatoes, perhaps orange-glazed 
yams, and for fruit. This might be 
broiled peach halves, since 
canned peach supplies are very 
plentiful, or broiled slices of 
oranges or apples. 

Nice with fowl or ham, and 
positively essential with lamb, 
are peas which are now arriving 
from Imperial Valley, California. 
They are relatively high, but well 
worth the money with nice large, 
full pods. The same thing can be 
said of corn, coming in both 
truckloads and carloads from 
Florida. It is certainly not budget- 
priced, but it is of excellent 
quality. 

And, since you may be a little 
inclined toward luxuries for the 
holiday, we remind you that fresh 
as and artichokes are 
both available. 

Plan a crisp re tray, with 
plenty of celery (a wonderful 
buy), green pepper rings, radishes 
and carrot sticks. Celery rates 
a special mention. Consider it for 
cream of celery soup; stuff it 
with your favorite cheese and 
serve with cold chicken or ham 
sandwiches for supper. 

Cabbage is too cheap to pass 
up; shred it for a salad, combined 
with carrots, apples and raisins 
or with orange sections and 
pineapple.

Calling It a “Bun,” 

HE reader who sends in the 

inquiry on “the simple little 

word “bun” to denote a bis- 
cuit. or muffin, adds, “This is an 
easy one.” But ‘he has touched 
on an item about which etymol- 
ogists debate. | 
. There is the theory that the 
“bun” arrived by means similar 
ta the naming of the Scotch 
bread - delicacy known as the 
“scone,” whichis popular with 
Americans as weil as with Eng- 
lish people as a tea-cake. “Scone” 
is supposed to be related to the 
Dutch “schoonbrot”—fine bread, 
as in the German “schon brot. 
So, it is suggested, the bun goes 
back to. the French word for 
good — “bon”! The good would 
stand for good bread as the Teu- 
tenic beautiful or fine is said to 
have become the “scone” or fine 
bread. That is how a simple 
repetition of good—the French 
“bon” again—produced our bon- 


n. 

Now on the other side of the 
etymological argument about 
“bun,” is the theory that it goes 
back to an old name prevalent in 
several languages for a kind of 
thick pancake. 
refer to the shape of the bun as 
we know ft, for it stands for 
something like a “bulb” or 
“swelling.”

has been stated: “To 

get the pack.” This is a sound 
general statement; it usually pays 
to get the pack. But there are 
exceptions. . The privilege of 
drawing from the stock is often 
more greatly to be esteemed 
than an opportunity to pick up 
a discard pile. 


Suppose you hold this hand, as 
a player recently did:

Your side (in a four-hand 
game) has built up to six-card 
melds in three ranks, kings, tens, 
and sevens. Each meld includes 
a canasta base of four natural 
cards, so that the addition of 
any matching natural or wild 
card would make a canasta of 
any of the three melds. 

Your right-hand opponent has 
just discarded a five. The discard 
pile includes, in addition to the 
five, two nines, two black threes, 
and an additional card or two 


- that won't fit anything. 


Your impulse is to take the 
pack, matching your pair of fives 
with the five on top. In addition 
you will get four nines to meld 
and two black threes to relieve 
your discarding problems, if you 
have any. 

But at the same time you are 
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Permasentiy 
by Latest 
Belentifre Methods 
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surrendering, for one more 
round, the chance of making a 
canasta. And that is a very good 
chance, considering that any 
card that matches any of three 
melds, or any wild card, 

complete a canasta. : 

Perhaps it would be better to 
say that the object of play is to 
make canastas, and here you are 
pursuing that object when you 
draw from the stock. One thing 
a canasta player should learn as 
soon as possible is not to pay too 
much attention to the point value 
of miscellaneous melds (such as 
the three fives and the four 
nines you could meld in this 
case), Go after the canastas 
first. , 

There may, of course, be 
special considerations that would 
affect this advice and make it 
better to take the pack, even 
with the hand shown; for ex- 
ample, if so many wild cards, 
kings, tens and sevens have 
shown up that you have little 
chance of drawing one, or if it is 
obvious that the opponents can- 
not go out, so that you have 
plenty of time to complete your 
canastas. In most cases, however, 
you will find that the draw from 
the stock would pay better. 

Question: If you have only one 
card in your hand and the pack 
is not frozen, is it possible to use 
the upcard, and take the pack? 

Answer: Yes, whenever there 
is more than one card in the 
pack. The rules prohibit taking 
a one-card discard pile when- 
ever you have only one card in 
your hand.

Won ‘Second Battle of Bunker Hill’

_ BUNKER HILL, Ill., April 6. 
HE people of Bunker Hill 
who two years ago went 
through their Black Friday of 

cyclonic destruction are rejoicing 

at this Easter season over the 
resurrection of their town. With 
an amazing comeVack they have 
~~ the new Battle of Bunker 

It was just past break-of-day 
on that March Friday of 1948 
when the tornado came ripping 
through Bunker Hill, a town of 
more than 1000 population about 
50 miles northeast of St. Louis. 
The tornado in its fury smashed 
125 houses, damaged 100 more, 
killed 22 persons and injured 126 
others. It uprooted trees, littered 
the area with debris and inflicted 
losses estimated at $4,000,000. 

So nearly complete was the 
destruction that there were some 
who doubted whether the town 
could be rebuilt. The courage of 
most of them, however, was 
trumpeted by the Gazette-News, 
belatedly run off on neighboring 
town presses: “LETS STAY AND 
BUILD BUNKER HILL BACK 
AGAIN ON WITH RE- 
CONSTRUCTION IMMEDIATE- 


The people of Bunker Hill 
caught up the “FORWARD” cry 
and, having buried their donk 
pressed onward toward the re- 
building of their town as a 
memorial for the fallen. Now at 
this Eastertide the- resurrected 
town is something like a modern 
miracle. 

It is practically a new town 
that stands where the old one 
fell—new homes, new stores on 
the town square, new churches 


raising their spires, new public 
buildings, best of all a new spirit 
stirring in the hearts of the peo- 
ple. The tragedy of that Black 
Friday is not forgotten and never 
will be forgotten, but the recollec- 
tion of it is dimmed by the great- 
er glory of the resurrection that 
has come. 


The spirit of the people is sym- 
bolized by the statue of Abraham 
Lincoln that stands at the north 
end of the town square. When 
the storm came the statue was 
toppled from its pedestal and 
lay prone and headless in the 
midst of the rubble. The head 
was presently missing and there 
was fear that it had been trucked 
away, but after a while it was 
found again in a place of safety 
to which someone had carried it 
and replaced on the shoulders of 
the great Emancirator. With 
reverence the statue was lifted 
again to its pedestal and stood 
where it had stood before, call- 
ing upon the people to be of 
good cheer and strong in their 
faith, such faith as had supported 
him in times of disaster and 
carried him to triumph.

Held ever bright In remem- 
brance are the help that was 
given and the mercies shown 
when the hand of destruction was 
heavy upon the town and its 
people. Remembered with deep 
gratitude is the help given by the 
Red Cross with shelter, food and 
clothing, care of the sick and in- 
jured, farm supplies and tools, 
all at a cost of $262,557.34, moze 
than half of all that was ex- 
pended in Illinois in that year. 
The people remember, too, the 
Salvation Army, the American 
Legion and Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, the United States Army 
and the National Guard, the high- 
way department and patrol and 
countless individuals. 

All these are remembered by 
the people with deep gratitude 
in their hearts. So it was fitting 
, that on the second anniversary 
the Gazette-News, again the voice 
of the town’s people, spoke of 
March 19 as not a day to be 
dreaded. Rather: “A day to stop, 
reflect, look up, pray, to thank 
God that we are still alive, for 
we are alive only by the grace 
of God, and that we live and 
can help others along life’s way.”

Two things a piano can’t stand 
are moths eating the felt off the 
little hammers and rust getting 
at the metal insides. As far as 
moths go about the best thing to 
do is hang bags of moth crystals 
inside the piano. This will do the 
trick nicely. 


Rust is something else again. 
For goodness sakes don’t go 
around coating all the metal parts 
of the piano with oil because this 
will cause almost as much trouble, 
if not more, than any rust. One 
solution is to hang little. bags of 
chemicals inside the piano that 
absorb moisture. You can .get

ego wrong when they get fixed 
ideas, observe what_happened: 

West opened the heart ace— 
certainly a safe enough choice 
from his holding. South ruffed 
and, naturally hoping for a 2-2 
break of the missing trumps, laid 
down the ace and a low spade. 
He was doomed to disappointment 
when West showed out on the 
second round, discarding the nine 
of clubs, but East quickly recti- 
fied matters, so far as declarer 
was concerned! Having taken the 
second spade trick, he cashed his 
remaining high trump and then, 
knowing that South was reduced 
to one trump, led another heart, 
his idea obviously being to “mur- 
der” the contract by making 
South ruff with his last trump. 

Things did not work out just 
as East hoped, however! South 
was very glad to ruff the heart, 
because his seven solid diamond 
tricks let him discard every loser 
from dummy, and the last trick, 
fulfilling the contract, was South’s 
ruff of his blank club queen with 
dummy’s spade jack! 

It was almost incredible that 
East should not have provided 
against South’s announced dia- 
mond length by returning a club. 
Not only the bidding, but West’s 
discard, made this return an ab- 
solute “must.”
